PUBLIC NOTICE 
LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills: 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In the case of any Bill incorporating a company 
or increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, 1953, less the sum 
of $150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(S) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000.

REGULATION MADE UNDER 
THE COMMUNITY CENTRES ACT 


GRANTS 


1. In this Regulation, ‘Director’? means the 
Director of the Community Centres Branch of the 
Department of Agriculture. 


2. The requirements of this Regulation are the 
terms and conditions upon which aid may be granted 
to a municipality under section 2 of the Act, or toa 
public, separate, continuation or high school board or 
board of education under section 8 of the Act. 


3. Where the applicant is a municipality, the 
applicant shall file with the Director a copy of the by- 
law providing for the establishment of one or more 
community centres in accordance with the Act. 


4. Where the applicant is a school board or board 
of education, the applicant shall file with the Director 
a copy of the resolution or other determination by the 
board providing for an athletic field of satisfactory 
area, an outdoor swimming pool or an outdoor skating 
rink, 


5. On or before the making of an application for 
a grant, the applicant shall supply the Director with 
the following particulars of the community centre: 


1. The name of the municipality or the schoo 
board or board of education that is establish- 
ing or has established the community centre. 


2. The location of the property on which the 
community centre is to be established or has 
been established in whole or in part. 


3. Particulars of the nature of the community 
centre showing which of the following it 
consists of: 


i. Community hall. 

ii. Athletic field. 

iii. Indoor swimming pool. 
iv. Outdoor swimming pool. 
v. Skating arena. 


vi. Outdoor skating rink. 


6. Where it is intended that a community centre 
be used for purposes other than exclusively as a com- 
munity centre, the applicant shall, on or before making 
an application for a grant, supply the Director with 
the particulars of, 


(a) the purposes for which the community centre 
is intended to be used; 


(b) the extent of construction or amount of 
expenditure applicable to the purposes; 


(c) the extent to which the community centre is 
intended to be used for each of the purposes; 
and 


(d) the names of associations or persons who, 
while occupying the property for its intended 
purposes, are in charge of the property. 


7. On or before making an application for a grant, 
the applicant shall furnish the Director with a state- 
ment that the property is vested in the applicant and 
a survey or sketch, drawn to scale, of the property on 
which the community centre is located, showing, 


(a) the size of the property; 


(b) the location of all buildings, structures or 
athletic field areas that are located or proposed 
to be located on the property; and 


(¢) any proposed building, structure or develop- 


ment intended to be used for a purpose other 
than that of the community centre. 


8. Upon the making of an application for a grant 
in respect of a community centre, the applicant shall 
supply the Director with particulars of, 


(a) the amount expended on the community 
centre before the date of the application; 


(b) where construction or development of the 
community centre is not complete, the extent 
to which the construction has progressed; 


(c) where the applicant has not paid in full the 
cost of construction at the time of the appli- 
cation, the amounts contributed by the 
applicant and the total amount contributed 
by other persons or organizations and the 
amount contributed by each; and 


(d) the value of services or materials donated 
and the particulars of the services and 
materials. 


9. Where a community centre has been established 
by two or more municipalities, the municipality in 
which the community centre is located shall furnish 
the Director with the particulars of the contribution 
by each municipality and the division of responsibility 
agreed upon for management and maintenance of the 
community centre. 


10.—(1) Where a municipality establishes a com- 
munity centre, the council shall appoint the municipal 
clerk or treasurer or other municipal official for the 
purpose of making application on behalf of the muni- 
cipality for grants and the furnishing of particulars 
to the Director under this Regulation. 


(2) Where a school board or board of education 
establishes a community centre, the school board or 
board of education shall appoint the secretary or other 
person having knowledge of matters in respect of the 
establishment of the community centre for the purpose 
of making application for grants and the furnishing 
of particulars to the Director under this Regulation. 


11. Where an application is made for a grant in 
respect of a community centre and receipts are not 
furnished for the payment of amounts expended for 
services and materials, the Director may require the 
applicant to furnish evidence of the expenditure for 
services and of the receipts of the materials, verified 
by the auditor of the applicant. 


12. Where the applicant receives assistance in the 
establishment of a community centre from other 
persons or organizations, the amount of the grant shall 
not exceed such amounts as were appropriated by the 
applicant out of its own moneys for the establishment 
of the community centre as certified by the auditor 
or treasurer of the applicant. 


13. Where the Director is not satisfied that the 
statement of expenditures for the establishment of 
a community centre is true, the Director may require 
the applicant to furnish such particulars as are neces- 
sary to determine the actual cost of establishing the 
community centre and may require that a valuation 
of the construction of the community centre be made 
by a competent valuer. 


14.—(1) Where the application for a grant is made 
more than three years after the expenditures upon 
which it is based were made, no grant is payable. 


(2) Subsection 1 does not apply to a grant based 
upon expenditures made before this Regulation comes 
into force. 
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15. Where the Director is of the opinion that a 
community centre for which an application for a grant 
is made, by reason of its size, design, accommodation 
or other reason, may become hazardous to persons or 
property, the Director may require the applicant to 
furnish the certificate of the municipal engineer, the 
medical officer of health or other municipal official or 
person, as required by the Director, that the community 
centre is fit for use.

INTERPRETATION 


1. In this Schedule, ‘‘holiday”’ means, 
(a) Saturday; 
(b) Sunday; 
(c) New Year’s Day; 
(d) Good Friday; 
(e) Dominion Day; 
(f) Labour Day; and 
(g) Christmas Day. 
HOURS OF WORK 
2. The regular working periods for the industry are, 
(a) a regular working week consisting of not more 


than forty hours of work performed during 
the regular working days; and

(b) a regular working day consisting of not more 
than eight hours of work performed on Mon- 
day, ‘Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday or 
Friday between 8 a.m. and 5 p.m. 

3.—(1) Night work is work performed other than, 

(a) on a holiday; or 

(b) during a regular working day, 


and consisting of not more than eight hours of work 
in a period of twenty-four hours. 


(2) Where work cannot be performed during a 
regular working day, it may be performed by night 
work. 

MINIMUM RATES OF WAGES 

4, The minimum rate of wages is, 


(a) for work performed during a regular working 
day, 


(i) $2.10 an hour for spray-painting, and 
(ii) $1.90 an hour for all other work; and 
(b) for night work, 
(i) $2.25 an hour for spray-painting, and 
(ii) $2.05 an hour for all other work. 
OVERTIME WORK 
5. Overtime work is work, 


(a) that is not night work and is not performed 
during a regular working day; or 


(6) that is performed on a holdiday. 


6.—(1) No overtime work shall be performed in 
the industry after one hour immediately following the 
working period of a regular working day without a 
permit from the advisory committee. 


(2) The advisory committee is authorized to issue 
the permits subject to this Schedule. 


7.—(1) No permit for overtime work shall be issued 
to any person other than an employer. 


(2) No permit shall be issued by the advisory 
committee for overtime work on a holiday except, 


(a) in cases of extreme necessity, where life or 
property is jeopardized; or 


(b) for repairs to buildings, where the overtime 
work is necessary to prevent the loss of 
employment to persons who are regularly 
employed in the buildings. 


RATES OF WAGES FOR OVERTIME WORK 
8. The rate of wages for overtime work is, 


(a) for the first four hours of overtime work 
performed between 5 p.m. and midnight on a 
day other than a holiday, 


(i) $3.15 an hour for spray-painting, and 
(ii) $2.85 an hour for all other work; and 


(6) for all other overtime work, 
(i) $4.20 an hour for spray-painting, and 
(ii) $3.80 an hour for all other work. 
RATE FOR HANDICAPPED 


9. The advisory committee is authorized to fix 
a minimum rate of wages lower than the rate fixed by 
this Schedule for a person who is handicapped.

REGULATION MADE UNDER 
THE CONSERVATION AUTHORITIES ACT 


FILL—SPENCER CREEK 
1. In this Regulation, 


(a) ‘“‘Authority’”’ means the Spencer Creek Con- 
servation Authority; 


(b) “fill” means fill of any kind. 


2. Subject to section 3, no person shall place or 
dump fill or permit fill to be placed or dumped in any 
area below the high-water mark of any river, creek 
or stream under the jurisdiction of the Authority. 


3. Subject to The Ontario Water Resources Commis- 
ston Act, or to any private interest, the Authority may 
permit in writing the placing or dumping of fill in an 
area below the high-water mark, if, in the opinion of the 
Authority, the placing or dumping does not interfere 
with the ability of the river, creek or stream to safely 
carry the maximum flood flow and will not result in the 
pollution of the river, creek or stream. 


4. No dumping or placing of fill below the high- 
water mark of the river, creek or stream shall be com- 
menced until the registered owner of the property has 
obtained the permission required by section 3. 


5. Application for permission to place or dump fill 
shall be filed with the Authority and shall include, 


(a) two copies of a plan of the property on which 
the fill is to be placed, showing the proposed 
location of the filling, the depth to which it 
is proposed to fill and the proposed final grade 
of the land when the filling is completed; 


(b) a complete description of the type of fill pro- 
posed to be placed or dumped; 


(c) a statement of the dates between which the 
placing or dumping will be carried out; and 


(d) a statement of the proposed use of the land 
following the completion of placing or dump- 
ing. 


6. The Authority may, at any time, withdraw per- 
mission to place or dump fill if, in the opinion of the 
Authority, the representations contained in the applica- 
tion for permission to place or dump the fill are not 
carried out.

|_EGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Ruies of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills: 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 
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(4) In the case of any Bill incorporating a company 
or increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, 1953, less the sum 
of $150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘‘The British North 
America Act, 1867”, shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
One newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or, if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation 
for authority to issue debentures, the notice shall set 
out the particulars of the existing debenture debt and 
the amount of rateable property of the Municipality 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Cor- 
poration, and in brief and general terms the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required.

and mentioning also whether they intend to erect a 
drawbridge or not, and the dimensions of the same. 


68. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Bill for the construction of Railways, Tramways 
or canals is received by the House, the person or 
persons petitioning for such Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk the following documents: 


1. A map or plan upon a scale of not less than 
half an inch to the mile, showing the location upon 
which it is intended to construct the proposed work, 
and showing also the line of existing or authorized 
works of a similar character within, or in any way 
affecting, the district or any part thereof which the 
proposed work is intended to serve. Such map or 
plan to be signed by the Engineer or other party 
making the same. 
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2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 


SCHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census; the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof, 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer or other person preparing 
the same. 


SCHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to be raised for the purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it is proposed 
to raise the same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds, 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively.

PUBLIC NOTICE 
LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills: 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the Hlouse after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In the case of any Bill incorporating a company 
or increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, 1953, less the sum 
of $150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘‘The British North 
America Act, 1867”, shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 
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A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or, if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation 
for authority to issue debentures, the notice shall set 
out the particulars of the existing debenture debt and 
the amount of rateable property of the Municipality 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Cor- 
poration, and in brief and general terms the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


67. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Private Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge is re- 
ceived by the House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving the Notice 
required by the preceding Rule, also, at the same time 
and in the same manner, give Notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of the privileges, 
the height of the arches, the interval between the 
abutments or piers for the passage of rafts and vessels, 
and mentioning also whether they intend to erect a 
drawbridge or not, and the dimensions of the same. 


68. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Bill for the construction of Railways, Tramways 
or canals is received by the House, the person or 
persons petitioning for such Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk the following documents: 


1. A map or plan upon a scale of not less than 
half an inch to the mile, showing the location upon 
which it is intended to construct the proposed work, 
and showing also the line of existing or authorized 
works of a similar character within, or in any way 
affecting, the district or any part thereof which the 
proposed work is intended to serve. Such map or 
plan to be signed by the Engineer or other party 
making the same. 


2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 


SCHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census; the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof, 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer or other person preparing 
the same. 


SCHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to be raised for the purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it is proposed 
to raise the same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds, 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively, 


SCHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenues 
of the proposed undertaking, showing the sources 
whence the same are expected to be derived; the annual 
earnings thereof respectively; the probable annual cost 
of operation or working expenditure, and the annual 
net revenue applicable to the payment of interest on 
the proposed investments, such schedules to be signed 
by fie person preparing the same. 


72. When any Bill for confirming any Letters 
Patent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, the 
copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, shall be 
attached to it.

PUBLIC NOTICE 
LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills: 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In the case of any Bill incorporating a company 
or increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, 1953, less the sum 
of $150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 
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(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘‘The British North 
America Act, 1867’, shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or, if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation 
for authority to issue debentures, the notice shall set 
out the particulars of the existing debenture debt and 
the amount of rateable property of the Municipality 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Cor- 
poration, and in brief and general terms the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


67. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Private Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge is re- 
ceived by the House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving the Notice 
required by the preceding Rule, also, at the same time 
and in the same manner, give Notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of the privileges, 
the height of the arches, the interval between the 
abutments or piers for the passage of rafts and vessels, 
and mentioning also whether they intend to erect a 
drawbridge or not, and the dimensions of the same. 


68. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Bill for the construction of Railways, Tramways 
or canals is received by the House, the person or 
persons petitioning for such Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk the following documents: 


1. A map or plan upon a scale of not less than 
half an inch to the mile, showing the location upon 
which it is intended to construct the proposed work, 
and showing also the line of existing or authorized 
works of a similar character within, or in any way 
affecting, the district or any part thereof which the 
proposed work is intended to serve. Such map or 
plan to be signed by the Engineer or other party 
making the same. 


2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 


ScHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 


census; the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof, 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer or other person preparing 
the same. 


SCHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to be raised for the purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it is proposed 
to raise the same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds, 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively. 


SCHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenues 
of the proposed undertaking, showing the sources 
whence the same are expected to be derived; the annual 
earnings thereof respectively; the probable annual cost 
of operation or working expenditure, and the annual 
net revenue applicable to the payment of interest on 
the proposed investments, such schedules to be signed 
by the person preparing the same. 


72. When any Bill for confirming any Letters 
Patent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, the 
copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, shall be 
attached to it. 


74. Every Private Bill, when read a first time, 
unless it be an Estate Bill or a Bill providing for the 
consolidation of a floating debt or for the consolidation 
or renewal of debentures (other than local improve- 
ment debentures) of a Municipal Corporation, shall 
stand referred to the proper Standing Committee, and 
all petitions before the House, for or against the Bill, 
are considered referred to such Committee. 


75. Every Private Bill, in so far as it provides for 
the consolidation of a floating debt or for the consoli- 
dation or renewal of debentures (other than local im- 
provement debentures) of a Municipal Corporation, 
when a Bill has been read the first time, shall, without 
special reference, stand referred to The Ontario Rail- 
way and Municipal Board for their report; and a copy 
of such Bill and of the Petition an which the same is 
founded shall be forthwith transmitted by the Clerk 
of the House to the Board, in order that the Board 
may, after an inquiry into the allegations set out in

PLAN 


1. This plan may be cited as ‘‘The Ontario Onion 
Growers’ Marketing Plan”. 


INTERPRETATION 
2. In this plan, 
(a) “onions’’ means onions produced in Ontario; 


(b) “producer’’ means a person engaged in the 
production of onions. 


APPLICATION OF PLAN 


_ 3. This plan applies to the regulation and control 
of the marketing of onions locally within Ontario. 


LOCAL BOARD 
4, There shall be a local board to be known as 
“The Ontario Onion Growers’ Marketing Board”’ to 
administer the plan. 


5. The local board shall be composed of ten pro- 
ducer-members. 


6. Members of the local board shall be elected or 
appointed in accordance with the provisions of the plan 
and shall hold office until their successors are elected 
or appointed.

7. The members of the local board who shall hold 
office until their successors are elected or appointed are,

(d) Carl Rood, Grand Bend; 

(e) Frank Hochreiter, Bradford; 

(f) Andy Simurda, Bradford; 

(g) Arthur VanDyke, Bradford; and 
(h) Harry Verkaik, Bradford. 


DISTRICTS 


8. Producers are divided into four districts as 


follows: 
1. District 1, comprising the County of Essex. 


2. District 2, comprising the County of Kent. 
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3. District 3, comprising the counties of Huron 
and Lambton. 


4. District 4, comprising the counties of Simcoe, 
Prescott, Stormont and York. 


9. A producer in a territorial district or in a county 
not included in a district mentioned in section 8 may 
become a member of the district group of producers 
nearest to his place of production. 


COMMITTEES 


10. There shall be a committee in each district to 
be known as the ‘‘District Onion Growers’ Committee’. 


11.—(1) On or before the ist day of September in 
each year the producers in each of the districts men- 
tioned in section 8 shall elect the producer-members 
to the District Onion Growers’ Committee. 


(2) Subject to subsection 3, each District Onion 
Growers’ Committee shall be comprised of five pro- 
ducer-members. 


(3) Where more than 250 producers reside in a 
district they shall elect one producer-member to the 
District Onion Growers’ Committee for each fifty 
producers or fraction thereof. 


(4) No person is eligible for election to a District 
Onion Growers’ Committee unless he is a producer and 
resides in the district. 


ELECTION OF MEMBERS TO LOCAL BOARD 


12. Within two months after The Ontario Onion 
Growers’ Marketing Plan is established, and in each 
year thereafter on or before the 1st day of October, 
each District Onion Growers’ Committee may elect 
from the producers in the district members to the local 
board as follows: 


1. District 1, two members. 
2. District 2, two members. 
3. District 3, two members. 
4. District 4, four members. 


13. Where in any year a District Onion Growers’ 
Committee fails to elect the members to the local board, 
the members of all District Onion Growers’ Committees 
may before the 15th day of October elect from the 
producers in each district such producer-members as 
are necessary to complete the local board. 


APPOINTMENTS TO LOCAL BOARD 


14.—(1) The members elected to the local board 
shall at its first meeting after the 15th day of October 
appoint such producer-members as are necessary to 
complete the local board. 


(2) When a member elected or appointed to the 
local board dies or resigns before the expiration of the 
term for which he was elected or appointed, the local 
board may appoint a producer-member for the un- 
expired term of the member who died or resigned. 


(3) Each producer-member appointed as a member 
to the local board under subsection 1 or 2 shall be a 
producer in the district for which he is appointed. 


(4) Where the members of the local board fail to 
appoint a person for the unexpired term of a member 
under subsection 2 within seven days from the death 
or resignation of the member, the Board may appoint 
a person for the unexpired term. 


15.—(1) Where all or a majority of the members 
of the local board resign, the Board may appoint at 
least three persons who shall constitute the local board 
and shall as soon as is practicable, 


(a) take over and administer the affairs of the 
local board; and 


(b) conduct such elections of members of the local 
board as are necessary to replace the members 
who resigned.

MARKETING OF ONIONS 
1. In this Regulation,

EXEMPTION 


3. The Board exempts from this Regulation, except 
clauses a and 6 of section 4, persons engaged in the 
production of onions other than mature onions from 
seed. 


AUTHORIZATION TO LOCAL BOARD 


4. The Board delegates to the local board the 
power, 


(a) to require persons engaged in producing or 
marketing onions to register their names, 
addresses and occupations with the local 
board; 


(b) to require persons engaged in producing or 
marketing onions to furnish such information 
relating to the production or marketing of 
onions as the local board determines; 


(c) to appoint persons to inspect the books, 
records and premises of persons engaged in 
producing or marketing onions; 


(d) to stimulate, increase and improve the market- 
ing of onions by such means as it deems proper; 


(e) to co-operate with the marketing board, a 
local board or marketing agency of any other 
province for the purpose of marketing onions; 
and 
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(f) to do such acts and make such orders and 
issue such directions as are necessary to en- 
force the due observance and carrying out 
of the provisions of the Act, the regulations 
and the plan. 


5. The Board delegates to the local board its 
powers to make regulations with respect to onions, 


(a) providing for the licensing of any or all per- 
sons before commencing or continuing to 
engage in the producing or marketing of 
onions; 


(b) prohibiting persons from engaging in the 
producing or marketing of onions except under 
the authority of a licence; 


(c) providing for the refusal to grant a licence 
where the applicant is not qualified by ex- 
perience, financial responsibility and equip- 
ment to engage in properly the business for 
which the application was made, or for any 
other reason that the local board deems 
proper; 


(d) providing for the suspension or revocation 
of, or the refusal to renew, a licence for failure 
to observe, perform or carry out the provisions 
of the Act, the regulations, the plan or any 
order or direction of the local board; 


(e) subject to section 6, providing for the right 
of any person whose licence was refused, 
suspended or revoked, or was not renewed to 
show cause why such licence should not be 
refused, suspended or revoked or why such 
renewal should not be refused, as the case 
may be; 


(f) providing for the fixing of licence fees payable 
yearly, half-yearly, quarterly or monthly at 
different amounts or in instalments from any 
or all persons producing or marketing onions 
and the collecting of the licence fees and the 
recovering of such licence fees by suit in a 
court of competent jurisdiction; 


(g) prescribing the form of licences; 


(h) providing for the exemption from the regu- 
lations under the plan of any class, variety, 
grade or size of onions, or any person or class 
of persons engaged in the producing or market- 
ing of onions or any class, variety, grade or 
size of onions; 


(4) requiring the furnishing of security or proof 
of financial responsibility by any person 
engaged in the marketing of onions and pro- 
viding for the administration and disposition 
of any moneys or securities so furnished; and 


(j) providing for the fixing and allotment of 
quotas for onions and for the marketing of 
onions on a quota basis and for prohibiting 
any producer from marketing any onions in 
excess of the quota allotted to such producer. 


6. Any person whose licence was refused, suspended 
or revoked or was not renewed has the right, by way 
of appeal to the Board, to show cause why such licence 
should not be refused, suspended or revoked or why 
such renewal should not be refused, as the case may be, 
and the Board, after a hearing at which all persons 
entitled to be heard have been given an opportunity 
to make representations in respect of the refusal, 
suspension or revocation of the licence or the refusal 
to renew the licence, as the case may be, may require 
the local board to issue or reinstate the licence. 


7.—(1) The Board authorizes the local board to 
use any class of licence fees and other moneys payable 
to it, for the purposes of paying the expenses of the 
local board, carrying out and enforcing the Act and 
ae regulations and carrying out the purposes of the 
plan. 


(2) The Board authorizes the local board to estab- 
lish a fund in connection with the plan for the payment 
of any moneys that may be required for the purposes 
mentioned in subsection 1. 


MARKETING BY LOCAL BOARD 


8.—(1) All onions shall be marketed by or through 
the local board. 


(2) No person shall market onions except by or 
through the local board. 


9. The Board vests in the local board the following 
powers: 


1. To direct and control, by order or direction, 
either as principal or agent, the marketing of 
onions including the times and places at which 
onions may be marketed. 


2. To determine the quantity of each class, 
variety, grade and size of onions that shall be 
marketed by each producer.

4. To determine from time to time the price or 
prices that shall be paid to producers for 
onions or any class, variety, grade or size of 
onions and to determine different prices for 
different parts of Ontario. 


5. To impose such service charges as are fixed 
from time to time by the local board for the 
marketing of onions. 


6. To require the price or prices payable or 
owing to the producer for onions to be paid 
to or through the local board. 


7. To collect from any person by suit in a court 
of competent jurisdiction the price or prices or 
any part thereof of onions owing to the pro- 
ducer. 


8. To pay to the producers the price or prices 
for onions less service charges imposed under 
paragraph 5, and to fix the times at which or 
within which such payments shall be made. 


STATEMENTS TO PRODUCERS 


10. Each payment under paragraph 8 of section 9 
shall be accompanied by a statement showing the 
classes, varieties, grades or sizes of each variety and the 
quantity of each grade, of onions sold, and the price 
or prices paid and the particulars of the service charges 
imposed by the local board. 


POOLING 


11. The Board authorizes the local board to conduct 
a pool or pools for the distribution of all moneys 
received from the sale of onions locally within Ontario 
and requires such local board, after deducting all 
necessary and proper disbursements and expenses, to 
distribute the remainder of the moneys received from 
the sale in such manner that every producer receives a 
share of the remainder of the moneys received from the 
sale in relation to the amount, class, variety, grade and 
size of onions delivered by him, and to make an initial 
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payment on delivery of onions and subsequent pay- 
ments until all of the remainder of the moneys received 
from the sale is distributed to the producers.

RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 








64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Billi or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


{c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In the case of any Bill incorporating a company 
or increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, 1953, less the sum 
of $150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(S) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved:

$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000.

SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature,

63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a cop 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if sual 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 

ay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
beeen the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing:

The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills: 
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RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In the case of any Bill incorporating a company 
or increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, 1953, less the sum 
of $150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘‘The British North 
America Act, 1867”, shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or, if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 





Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation 
for authority to issue debentures, the notice shall set 
out the particulars of the existing debenture debt and 
the amount of rateable property of the Municipality 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Cor- 
poration, and in brief and general terms the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required.

2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 


ScHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census; the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


ScHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof, 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer or other person preparing 
the same. 


ScHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to be raised for the purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it is proposed 
to raise the same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds, 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively. 


SCHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenues

14. Where the local board sells hogs under the 
powers vested under subsection 1 of section 13, 
the method or methods of selling hogs are 
subject to the following limitations: 


1. Where the local board does not estab- 
lish regular times and one or more 
regular places for the selling of the hogs, 
the local board shall give notice to 
every licensed processor of the time 
and place at which the hogs are to be 
sold so that the processors have a 
reasonable opportunity to bid at the 
time that each lot of hogs is offered 
for sale. 


2. In the selling of the hogs, the local 
board shall offer lots of hogs without 
discrimination in a manner that allows 
the processors to bid competitively on 
the hogs. 


3. When hogs are sold, the buyer of the 
hogs shall be the processor who first 
bid the highest price bid at the sale. 


4, The local board shall make and keep 
for at least one year a record of the 
sale of every lot of hogs sold showing, 


(a) the number of hogs in the lot; 
(b) the location of the hogs at the 
time of the sale; 


(c) the name and address of the 
buyer; and 
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(d) the price at which the hogs were 
sold. 


STATEMENTS TO PRODUCERS 


15. Each payment made under paragraph 6 of 
subsection 1 of section 13 shall be accompanied 
by a statement showing the grades and quan- 
tity of each grade of hogs sold, the price or 
prices paid and the particulars of the service 
charges imposed by the local board.

The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills: 











RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act tn the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week. $75 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 
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(4) In the case of any Bill incorporating a company 
or increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, 1953, less the sum 
of $150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘‘The British North 
America Act, 1867", shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or, if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper ts published 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation 
for authority to issue debentures, the notice shall set 
out the particulars of the existing debenture debt and 
the amount of rateable property of the Municipality 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Cor- 
poration, and in brief and general terms the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required 


67. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Private Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge is re- 
ceived by the House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving the Notice 
required by the preceding Rule, also, at the same time 
and in the same manner, give Notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of the privileges, 
the height of the arches, the interval between the 
abutments or piers for the passage of rafts and vessels, 
and mentioning also whether they intend to erect a 
drawbridge or not, and the dimensions of the same. 


68. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Bill for the construction of Railways, Tramways 
or canals is received by the House, the person or 
persons petitioning for such Bill shall deposit with the 


Clerk the following documents: 


1. A map or plan upon a scale of not less than 
half an inch to the mile, showing the location upon 
which it is intended to construct the proposed work, 
and showing also the line of existing or authorized 
works of a similar character within, or in any way 
affecting, the district or any part thereof which the 
proposed work is intended to serve. Such map or 
plan to be signed by the Engineer or other party 
making the same. 


2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 





ScHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census; the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof, 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer or other person preparing 
the same. 


ScHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to be raised for the purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it is proposed 
to raise the same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds, 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively. 


SCHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenues 
of the proposed undertaking, showing the sources 
whence the same are expected to be derived; the annual 
earnings thereof respectively; the probable annual cost 
of operation or working expenditure, and the annual 
net revenue applicable to the payment of interest on 
the proposed investments, such schedules to be signed 
by the person preparing the same. 


72. When any Bill for confirming any Letters 
Patent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, the 
copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, shall be 
attached to it. 


74. Every Private Bill, when read a first time, 
unless it be an Estate Bill or a Bill providing for the 
consolidation of a floating debt or for the consolidation 
or renewal of debentures (other than local improve- 
ment debentures) of a Municipal Corporation, shall 
stand referred to the proper Standing Committee, and 
all petitions before the House, for or against the Bill, 
are considered referred to such Committee. 


75. Every Private Bill, in so far as it provides for 
the consolidation of a floating debt or for the consoli- 
dation or renewal of debentures (other than local im- 
provement debentures) of a Municipal Corporation, 
when a Bill has been read the first time, shall, without 
special reference, stand referred to The Ontario Rail- 
way and Municipal Board for their report; and a cop 
of such Bill and of the Petition on which the same is 
founded shall be forthwith transmitted by the Clerk 
of the House to the Board, in order that the Board 
may, after an inquiry into the allegations set out in 
the Bill, and into any other matters which the Board 
may deem necessary in connection therewith, report 
to the House whether or not it is reasonable that such 
Bill or part thereof relating to the matters afore- 
said shall be passed; and what alterations, if any, 
should be made in the same, and the Board shall make 
such inquiry accordingly and shall sign the same; and 
the said Report, Bill and Petition shall be transmitted 
to the Clerk, and the Report shall be read by the 
Clerk at the Table and Frailite entered on the Journals 
of the House, and the Bill, together with the Report, 
shall stand referred to the Standing Committee on 
Private Bills.

RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
aha ps said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 
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(4) In the case of any Bill incorporating a company 
or increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, 1953, less the sum 
of $150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘‘The British North 
America Act, 1867”, shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or, if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition.

proposed work is intended to serve. Such map or 
plan to be signed by the Engineer or other party 
making the same. 


2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 





_ SCHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census; the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character Ke the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof, 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer or other person preparing 
the same. 


ScHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to be raised for the purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it 1s proposed 
to raise the same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds, 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively.

RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes, 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In the case of any Bill incorporating a company 
or increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the

The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills: 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLs 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 

tween the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


{c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 
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(4) In the case of any Bill incorporating a company 
or increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 


same is reported to the House, the same fee as would | 


be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, 1953, less the sum 
of $150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved:

_ SCHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census; the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated

63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule; hall be entertained by 
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the louse unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill.

2.—(1) Every

1. In this Regulation,

REGISTRATION 


2. The secretary-treasurer shall maintain a register 
of persons admitted to practise as physiotherapists. 


3.—(1) The secretary-treasurer shall register as a 
physiotherapist any person who, 


(a) is of good moral character; 
(b) is at least twenty-one years of age; 


(c) has passed the examinations prescribed under 
section 17; and 


(d) has paid the registration fee prescribed by 
section 7. 


(2) The secretary-treasurer shall register as a 
physiotherapist any person, other than the persons 
referred to in subsection 1, who, 


(a) is the holder of a degree or a diploma in 
physiotherapy from, 


(i) any university in Canada having a 
course that includes the requirements 
of section 26, or 


(11) The Chartered Society of Physio- 
therapy of the United Kingdom; 


(b) is a member of the Canadian Physiotherapy 
Association and has passed the examinations 
prescribed under section 17 or other examina- 
tions which, in the opinion of the Board, are 
equivalent thereto; 


(c) is registered as a physiotherapist in a jurisdic-

(1) outside Ontario under regulations 
similar to this Regulation, and

a1) The registration of a physiotherapist 
expires with the first Monday in February in each year.

5.—(1) Where a registered physiotherapist fails to 
pay the renewal fee on or before the expiry date, his 
name shall be struck from the register, and the secre- 
tary-treasurer shall notify the physiotherapist by 
registered mail addressed to his latest address shown 
on the register that his registration has expired. 


(2) Where a physiotherapist whose registration has 
expired pays the fee prescribed by clause d of section 7, 
the secretary-treasurer shall re-register the physio- 
therapist. 


6. Where a physiotherapist who ceases to practise 
in Ontario, 


(a) notifies the Board during the registration 
year in which he ceases to practise that he has 
ceased to practise; and 


(b) pays the renewal fee prescribed by clause ¢ 
of section 7 for the registration year in which 
he resumes practise in Ontario, 


the secretary-treasurer shall re-register the physio- 
therapist. 


7. Subject to sections 8, 9 and 10, the fees to be

(a) $25 on registration;

(c) $10 on renewal of registration;

TEMPORARY REGISTER 


10.—(1) The secretary-treasurer shall maintain a 
separate page in the register for duly qualified physio- 
therapists who apply to register for a period of time not 
exceeding six months. 


(2) The fee to be paid by a physiotherapist upon 
registration under this section is $15. 


(3) Notwithstanding subsection 1 of section 4, the 
registration of a physiotherapist registered under this 
section expires six months after the date of registration. 
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DISCIPLINE 


11.—(1) The Board may appoint an inspector 
who, on the direction of the Board, shall investigate 
a complaint that a physiotherapist has been guilty of 
misconduct or displayed such ignorance or incom- 
petence as to render it desirable in the public interest 
that his registration be cancelled or suspended. 


(2) The inspector shall make a written report to 
the Board of every investigation made by him. 


12.—(1) After a hearing, the Board may suspend 
or cancel the registration of any person found guilty 
of misconduct or found to have been ignorant or in- 
competent. 


(2) Before holding a hearing, the Board shall send 
by registered mail to the physiotherapist at his latest 
address shown on the register a notice, 


(a) giving, 


(i) the details of the alleged misconduct, 
ignorance or incompetence, and 


(ii) the nature of the evidence in support 
thereof; and 


(b) appointing the date, time and place for the 
hearing. 


(3) The Board shall allow at least ten clear days 
between the date of sending the notice and the date 
fixed for the hearing. 


(4) If the physiotherapist fails to attend the hearing 
on the date and at the time and place appointed, the 
hearing may proceed and a decision may be made in 
his absence. 


(5) The hearing shall be stenographically recorded. 


(6) At the hearing, the physiotherapist is entitled 
to hear the evidence against him, to cross-examine 
thereon, to call witnesses in his behalf and to present 
his argument. 


(7) The physiotherapist may be represented at the 
hearing by counsel or by an agent. 


(8) Where the Board decides to suspend the regis- 
tration, the period of suspension shall not be longer 
than one year. 


(9) A majority of the members of the Board shall 
be present at a hearing and constitute a quorum. 


(10) The decision of a majority of the members of 
the Board present is the decision of the Board. 


(11) In the case of an equality of votes, the com- 
plaint made against the physiotherapist shall be 
dismissed. 


(12) Every decision of the Board shall be in writing, 
and notice of every decision shall be sent by registered 
mail to the physiotherapist at his latest address shown 
on the register or, where he is represented by counsel, 
to his counsel. 


DESIGNATION 


13. No person other than a physiotherapist regis- 
tered under the Act shall advertise or use any title or 
add any affix to his name signifying that he is qualified 
to practise as a physiotherapist. 


14.—(1) As an occupational designation, physio- | 


therapists may only describe themselves as physio- 
therapists or registered physiotherapists and may use 
the letters ‘‘Reg. Pht.” 








(2) Where a physiotherapist advertises or uses 
the words ‘‘clinic’’, ‘‘institute’’ or ‘health service’, he 
shall include his name and the word “‘physiotherapy”’ 
or the word ‘physiotherapist’. 

(3) A physiotherapist may describe his qualifications 
or occupation in terms of the system of treatment that 
may be followed by physiotherapists as prescribed in 
the regulations. 

(4) No physiotherapist shall describe or cause to be 
described his qualifications or occupation in a manner 
that suggests the qualities or effectiveness of his 
services or skill other than in the manner set out in 
subsections 1, 2 and 3. 

ALLOWANCE FOR THE BOARD 

15.—(1) Members of the Board shall be paid, 

(a) a per diem allowance; and 


(b) anallowance for travelling and living expenses, 


while engaged on business of the Board, in the amounts 
prescribed by subsection 2. 


(2) The allowance is, 
(a) $50 a day; and 


(b) the actual amount spent in travelling and 
living expenses. 


(3) The amount of the allowance paid under clause 
a of subsection 2 to each member shall not exceed 
$600 in any one year.

(vii) massage and hospital technique,

rehabilitation; and 


(>) clinical experience and training of not less 
than 1000 hours under the supervision of a 
physiotherapist in a public hospital approved 
under The Public Hospitals Act. 


(3) The course of instruction in anatomy shall not 
be less than 250 hours and shall include dissection 
performed or caused to be performed by the instructor 
and the use of cadavers or parts thereof prepared by 
the instructor.

63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general! suspension 
or modification of this Rule; hall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 





Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a cop 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if eh 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing:

1. In these regulations “‘line’’ means agate line. 


2.—(1) The rates payable for publication of matters in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE shall 
be,— 
(a) for a double column insertion of, 
(i) a notice of the sale of land for arrears of taxes, $5; and 


(ii) a list of lands liable to be sold for arrears of taxes, 25 cents a line or fraction 
thereof; and 


(6) for a single-column insertion of all other matters, 
(i) on the first insertion, 20 cents a line or fraction thereof; and 


(ii) on each additional insertion, 10 cents a line or fraction thereof. 


(2) The rates in subregulation 1 shall be paid as follows: 


(a) upon submitting the copy of a matter for publication, $5 for the first insertion and 
$2.50 for each additional insertion requested; and 


(6) except for the rates payable under subclause i of clause a of subregulation 1 of the 
balance, after crediting the amount paid under clause a, upon receipt of an account 
from the Queen’s Printer. 


(3) Where the amount paid under clause a of subregulation 2 exceeds the rates payable 
the person making that payment shall be entitled to a refund of the amount by which the 
amount paid exceeds the rates payable. 

3.—(1) The rates payable for THE ONTARIO GAZETTE shall be, 

(a2) by subscribers for a subscription of 52 weekly issues, $6; and 

(6) by others for a single copy, 15 cents. 


(2) The rates in subregulation 1 shall be payable in advance.
